Washington, D.C — U.S. Citi- 
zenship and Immigration Services 
(USCIS), a branch of the Depart- 
ment of Homeland Security, an- 
nounced a revised fee structure for 
immigration benefits. The new fee 
structure will become effective on 
April 30, 2004; fifteen days after 
publication. The new fees add an 
average of $55 to the current cost 
of immigration benefit applica- 
tions, and increase the biometrics 
fee by $20 for certain applications. 

“USCIS is committed to deliv- 
ering immigration services and 
benefits in a compassionate, effec- 
tive and secure manner,” said Di- 
rector Eduardo Aguirre. 

Federal guidelines require that 
USCIS collect fees rather than use 
tax dollars, to recover the full costs 
associated with providing immi- 
gration services, and conduct a re- 
view every two years to ensure that 
adequate revenue is received. 

The adjustment will recover 
costs associated with comprehen- 
sive security enhancements that 
were instituted after the disastrous 
September 11,2001 terrorist attack 
on the World Trade Center. 

The USCIS claims that the 
rise in fees will enhance customer 
service by contributing to im- 
proved application processing 
times. The lengthy waits after ap- 
plication have been an on-going 
frustration for many immigrants. 

The FY 2005 Budget requests 
an increase of $60 million in ap- 
propriated funds to support back- 
log reduction efforts for a total of

In its first year, USCIS priori- 
tized the integrity of the legal im- 
migration system, conducting 35 
million national security checks to 
make certain that the right appli- 


cant receives the right benefit in the 
right añount of time, and to pre- 
vent the wrong applicant from ac- 
cessing benefits.

Gran contoversia ha desper- 
tado el voto que dio México en la 
Comisión de Derechos Humanos de 
las Naciones Unidas, en favor de 
reprender a Cuba por su desempeño 
en esa área. 

La postura de México levantó 
ámpula porque su voto fue deter- 
minante para que el organismo 
internacional llame la atención al 
gobierno de Fidel Castro a que 
garantice la libertad de expresión y 
de creencias religiosas, al tiempo de 
que se abra también al diálogo con 
grupos políticos cubanos. 

Esta postura es la segunda vez 
que asume México en este material, 
ya que hasta el año 2002 se había 
mantenido en abstención, al margen 
de la condena hacia Cuba. 

La resolución presentada por 
Honduras con el respaldo de 
Estados Unidos fue aprobada por 22 
votos a favor y 21 en contra. Hubo 
10 abstenciones por parte de Argen- 
tina, Brasil y Paraguay entre otros 
países. 

La postura de México podría 
justificarse superficialmente como 
positiva al tratarse del respeto de los 
derechos humanos, tema que ya de 
por sí. se ha tomado como estan- 
darte por gobernantes de varios 
países durante sus campañas 
políticas.

propio país, con su gente y resol- 
viendo los asuntos pendientes, 
como es el caso de la defensora de 
derechos humanos Digna Ochoa, 
cuyo homicidio continúa aún sin 
aclararse. 

Estoy de acuerdo con la irrita- 
ción que despertó este voto espe- 
cialmente cuando se supo que tuvo 
lugar luego de que el “gran amigo 
del Presidente Fox y compadre de 
botas” George W. Bush, hablara por 
teléfono con él durante 17 minutos. 

El pasado 13 de abril, Washing- 
ton necesitaba un voto más para 
asegurar que ganaría la reprimenda 
para Cuba, cuando las 53 naciones 
representadas en la Comisión de 
Derechos Humanos de las Nacio- 
nes Unidas realizarían la votación. 

La postura de México despertó 
gran controversia también porque 
se dio, sin tomar en cuenta la opi- 
nión mayoritaria de la 59 Legisla- 
tura con respecto al sentido de su 
voto en la Comisión de Derechos 
Humanos de la ONU. 

Si había pequeñas señales de 
reconciliación entre México y Cuba 
enfriadas por primera vez después 
de años de excelente relación entre 
ambos países, esta reciente acción 
de México, congeló sin duda cual- 
quier intento de acercamiento. 

La respuesta de rechazo no se 
hizo esperar en el mismo México, 
sobre todo entre representantes de 
los partidos políticos de oposición. 

El líder nacional del PRI, 
Roberto Madrazo Pintado criticó a 
Fox de tener una actitud “entre- 
guista”, a los intereses de Estados 
Unidos. Dijo que este voto va a 
romper con la “doctrina Estrada”, 
al meternos en asuntos que sólo 
corresponden a los cubanos.

Books and the 9/11 Commission are leading the way

Details of the Bush Master 
Plan are finally coming out. Au- 
thors close to the government 
have written urgently needed 
books detailing how the present 
administration has tried to fool 
most of the people most of the 
time. 

At the same time the commis- 
sion investigating the 9/11 terror- 
ist acts will soon release its report, 
which is expected to shock and 
awe the country. 

Among other things, the 
commission will reveal that some 
of the regulations on immigration 
implemented after 9/11, are 
largely ineffective, “producing 
little, if any, information leading 
to the identification or apprehen- 
sion of terrorists.” Some of the 
new regulations have already 
been discontinued. 

The new laws were contro- 
versial from the start because “the 
government had engaged in a

wholesale roundup of people, 
kept them in jail for months, in 
some cases without access to 
lawyers, and then conducted 
closed- door hearings on their 
status.” 

Timothy Edgar, legislative 
council for the American Civil 
Liberties Union says that 
“clearly, the government was 
overreaching, not only did the 
new rulings interfere with time- 
honored civil liberties, they were 
also ineffective.” 

The new regulations resulted 
in the arrest of 700 people iden- 
tified as “special interest” immi- 
grants from Middle Eastern 
countries. They were charged 
with violating immigration laws 
and were held for months, until 
federal agents cleared them. 

An investigation by the Jus- 
tice Department found that fed- 
eral officials “made little attempt 
to distinguish” between immi- 
grants who had ties to terrorism 
and those who did not. 

Other critics say the two pro- 
grams discourage students, art- 
ists, entrepreneurs and other trav- 
elers from visiting the United 
States. 

Since the 9/11 incident, im- 
migrants from throughout the 
world including Latin America, 
have complained against the Im- 
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migration Department's harsher 
than usual treatment.

grant children are not learning 
the new language in one year. 

A recent report by the Cali- 
fornia Legislative Analyst, a 
nonpartisan fiscal and policy 
advisor office, found that it 
takes at least 3.6 years and as 
many as 7.4 for immigrant chil- 
dren in the state to become clas- 
sified as fluent in English and 
be placed in a regular classroom 
without the assistance of addi- 
tional tutoring. 

According to the report, the 
groups which managed to reach 
fluency fastest were kids who 
spoke Mandarin (3.6 years) and 
Korean (4 years). Those who 
took the longest were Hmong 
(7 4 years), Spanish (6.7 years), 
and Cambodian (6.4 years). 

In essence, all the ethnic 
groups took far more than the 
one year Unz thought was nec- 
essary. 

Although Mandarin-speak- 
ing kids achieved fluency fast- 
est and the Hmong were on the 
other side of the spectrum, re- 
searchers explained the differ- 
ence by pointing to socio-eco- 
nomics. 

In all likelihood, that is the 
major reason. Yet, it’s inevitable 
that there are other forces at 
work. 

As is usually the case, eco- 
nomics plays a vital role not just 
in the education of immigrant 
kids but also in that of U.S.-born 
ones. It’s no surprise that stu- 
dents in rich school districts al- 
ways do better on standardized 
tests than those in poorer ones. 

Money translates into 
higher quality education be- 
cause of a number of reasons. 
Money means parents are able 
to find the time to help their kids 
at home with their education. It 
means that parental involve- 
ment will be strong in their 
schools and if extra funding is 
desirable or necessary, parents 
in rich schools will find ways 
to raise it. 

Parents’ education is typi- 
cally another significant factor 
in rich districts. The more 
schooling parents have, the 
more books you’ll find around 
the house and kids are exposed 
to a verbal-rich home which in- 
evitably affects what happens in 
school. ; 

These same factors influ- 
ence the education of immigrant 
kids. Spanish-speaking kids 
tend to have poor parents and

in some cases they may not be in 
the country legally. They tend not 
to participate actively in their kids” 
schools in part because of lan- 
guage problems but also because 
of fear of having to deal with 
officialdom if legal residence pa- 
pers are missing. 

What also affects immigrant 
kids in reaching fluency in English 
has to do with the availability of 
their native language. Spanish is 
of course easily available. Televi- 
sion, radio, and other resources are 
available in Spanish because of the 
high Spanish-speaking population 
in California. In addition, Mexico 
is much closer to California than 
China is. Many Mexican residents 
in California see themselves more 
as migrants and probably want 
their kids to retain their native lan- 
guage. Frequent trips to Mexico 
reinforce Spanish and reduce the 
exposure to English. 

Of course, the literacy kids 
bring to school in their own lan- 
guage also affects how fast kids 
learn English. It's no surprise that 
the group that needs the most time 
to learn English is the Hmong. 
Until recently, the written form of 
the Hmong language did not ex- 
ist. That means that Hmong par- 
ents are quite likely not literate in 
their own language, which inevi- 
tably influences their kids’ devel- 
opment in any language. 

More research is necessary to 
find out precisely why kids in one 
ethnic group achieve fluency in 
English twice as fast as another 
group. What we do know suggests 
more compensatory education 
needs to be provided to level the 
playing field. Unfortunately, tax- 
payers are reluctant to provide this 
extra funding. 

Regardless of how long it 
takes for immigrants” kids to be- 
come fluent in English, the fact is 
that by twelfth grade only 10% of 
immigrant kids are classified as 
English learners. And these are 
youngsters who did not come to 
this country at a very young age. 
That's the good news, for without 
English, kids will not succeed in 
school and eventually could be- 
come a drain instead of becoming 
productive members of society. 
And when kids fail, we as a soci- 
ety will suffer the consequences.

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Buscan que niños mexicanos no crucen a

Nogales, Arizona (EFE).- El 
Distrito Escolar Unificado de 
Nogales, Arizona, está dispuesto a 
terminar con un viejo problema: 
los niños mexicanos que diaria- 
mente cruzan la frontera para 
recibir su educación en escuelas 
estadounidenses. 

El distrito interpuso una de- 
nuncia ante el departamento 
policial y la oficina del Procurador 
de Justicia del Estado de Arizona 
para investigar a familias que 
proporcionaron direcciones falsas 
cuando registraron a sus hijos en 
la escuela. 

La acusación presentada la 
semana pasada pone de ejemplo el 
caso de una mujer, originaria de 
Sonora (México), que utilizó una 
dirección, que no es la suya, para 
registrar a sus cinco hijos en una 
escuela primaria que se encuentra 
a tan sólo cinco minutos de la garita 
en la frontera. 

Con anterioridad el distrito es- 
colar manejaba este tipo de casos 
de manera “administrativa”, es 
decir, que hacía una investigación 
interna y notificaba a los padres 
que el estudiante no podía asistir 
más a esa escuela, según el superin- 
tendente del distrito escolar de 
Nogales, Kelt Cooper. 

Pero el incremento en el nú- 
mero de estos casos ha sido tan 
grande que el distrito pidió una 
investigación a la oficina del Pro- 
curador de Justicia. 

De acuerdo con voceros del 
distrito, los estudiantes cuyos pa- 
dres no viven en Nogales le “ro- 
ban” los recursos al distrito esco- 
lar que atraviesa una seria crisis 
económica. 

Rey Bermudez, portavoz del 
departamento de policía de Noga- 
les confirmó que existe una investi- 
gación en torno al caso, pero se ne- 
gó a dar más información. 

El mes pasado, Tom Horne, 
superintendente de las escuelas de 
Arizona, llamó al Procurador de 
Justicia del estado, Ferry Goddard, 
para que éste tomara cartas en el 
asunto. 

Aunque aún no hay una inves- 
tigación formal, si existe una fuerte 
discusión sobre hasta qué punto el 
procurador general puede inter- 
venir en el caso. 

Cooper puntualizó que es muy 
difícil precisar el número exacto de 
estudiantes mexicanos que están 
inscritos en las escuelas de Nogales 
sin tener derecho a ello. 

Desde enero de 2001, el Dis- 
trito Escolar Unificado de Nogales 
ha registrado 600 casos “cuestio- 
nables” de estudiantes registrados. 
Desde entonces más de 300 estu- 
diantes han sido retirados de las es- 
cuelas al comprobarse que sus pa- 
dres viven en México. 

“No es justo para las personas 
que pagan sus impuestos para que 
sus hijos reciban una buena edu- 
cación”, manifestó el superinten- 
dente, que calcula que entre 5 y 10 
por ciento de los 6,145 estudiantes 
registrados en el distrito asisten a 
las escuelas de manera fraudulenta. 

Este problema se agravó en 
2000, cuando un grupo de padres 
de las zonas de Rio Rico y Tubac 
se quejó formalmente ante el distri- 
to y expresó su descontento por 
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competir, con niños mexicanos, 
por los pocos lugares disponibles 
en las escuelas en Nogales. 

El conflicto se acentúa cuando 
se trata de casos de niños que, sien- 
do ciudadanos estadounidenses, 
viven en el lado mexicano debido 
a que sus padres no tienen la docu- 
mentación necesaria para vivir en 
Estados Unidos. 

El distrito escolar ha sido fuer- 
temente criticado por las tácticas 
que ha utilizado para detectar a los 
estudiantes que viven en México, 
como enviar personal de las escue- 
las a la garita de entrada para detec- 
tar los estudiantes que cruzan la 
frontera todos los días. 

En el último año, el distrito es- 
colar aumentó sus requisitos para 
inscribirse y ahora pide tres prue- 
bas de residencia. 

“El distrito tiene el derecho de 
hacer lo que están haciendo”, 
expresó Marcos Soto, residente de 
Nogales y padre de dos niñas. 

Indicó que no le parece justo 
que los recursos sean limitados 
para sus hijas, mientras que él paga 
sus impuestos.s=

campaign promise, one of Spanish 
Prime Minister Zapatero’s first ac- 
tions in office was to announce the 
withdrawal of all Spanish coalition 
troops stationed in Iraq.

Within days of Zapatero’s 
announcement Spanish and Hon- 
duran bases in Najaf came under 
attack. 

Madrid, Spain (EFE).- At 43 
years of age, new Prime Minister 
Jose Luis Rodriguez Zapatero rep- 
resents innovation and renovation 
on the Spanish left. 


Beside what he described as 
loyalty to the longstanding ideals 
of the Spanish Socialist Workers 
Party (PSOE), those are the quali- 
ties he underscored on the way to 
winning the post of the party’s 
chief in 2000. 

That was the year he landed on 
the front page of newspapers 
across the country upon becoming 


opposition leader, although his po- 
litical career had begun long be- 
fore. 

Born in Valladolid and raised 
in Leon, Zapatero joined the PSOE 
at age 18, becoming the youngest 
member of Parliament eight years 
later and being re-elected in every 
election since. 

His first encounter with poli- 
tics came in his youth, when he at- 
tended a rally by Felipe Gonzalez, 
who was prime minister from 1982 
to 1996. 

But his leftist roots run deep. 
He hails from a family scarred by 
the 1936 execution by firing squad 
of his grandfather, a Republican 
army captain, at the hands of Fran- 
cisco Franco’s troops. 

Inspired by a sense of duty to 
see a world, “a little better when 
we leave it,” Zapatero began his 


rise in the socialist ranks among 
party organizations in the province 
of Leon, then joined the PSOE’s 
Federal Executive Committee in 
1990. 

The socialist leader, a former 
professor of constitutional law, has 
backed some of the most signifi- 
cant agreements and bills recently 
to emerge from the Spanish Par- 
liament: the Pact against Terrorism 
and the Pact on Justice and Politi- 
cal Parties, part of a process that 
outlawed the Batsuna Party, con- 
sidered the ETA Basque terrorist/ 
separatist group’s political wing. 

During the campaign leading 
up to the stunning March 14 upset 
of the conservatives who had gov- 
erned for eight years, his party fes- 
tooned the streets with posters car- 
rying his visage along with the ini- 
tials “ZP” - for “Zapatero, Prime 
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panish prime minister is face of leftist renovation 


Minister.” 

Posters also included slogans 
such as “We Deserve a Better 
Spain” and “Solutions, Now!” His 
campaign has been peppered with 
appearances by champions of 
Spain’s socialist cause, with Gon- 
zalez very much in his corner. 

Some critics say Zapatero, as 
he is commonly known, lacks cha- 
risma. But he headed a resurgent 
PSOE with ever-sharpening at- 
tacks on the government since the 
Iraqi conflict began and the con- 
servative government took the U.S. 
side despite a vast majority of 
Spaniards’ opposition to the inva- 
sion and occupation of the Arab 
nation. 

Married to Sonsoles Espinosa, 
Zapatero has two daughters, Laura 
and Alba.s2

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México reanuda importación de 
pollo de cuatro estados de EE.UU. 


México, (EFE).- México anunció que reanudará 
las importaciones de pollo procedentes de cuatro 
estados de EE.UU. que “certificaron avances en la 
erradicación del virus de influenza aviar”, común- 
mente conocido como gripe del pollo. 

La Secretaría de Agricultura señaló en un comu- 
nicado que a partir del lunes que pasó “se eliminarían 
las restricciones aplicadas a la importación de aves 
vivas, sus productos y subproductos procedentes de 
Carolina del Norte, Maine, Virginia y Virginia del 
Oeste”. 

Sin embargo acotó que mantiene la restricción a 
las importaciones de ave de California, Connecti- 
cut, Delaware, Maryland, Nueva Jersey, Pensilvania 
y Texas, así como las procedentes de Canadá, a raíz 
de la detección de la enfermedad en la Columbia Bri- 
tánica. 

En el caso de Texas aclaró que se mantiene la 
medida a causa de un brote del virus de “influenza 
aviar” de alta patogenicidad en el condado de 
González, mientras que en el resto de los estados la 
cepa hallada es de baja patogenicidad. 

El Ministerio precisó que su decisión de abrir la 
frontera a las importaciones de ave estadounidenses, 
cerrada totalmente desde el 24 de febrero pasado, 
“se basa en el análisis de la información técnica 


remitida por el Servicio de Inspección de Animales 
y Plantas de EE.UU. sobre cada uno de los estados 
afectados por el virus”. 

Esta información se refiere a la infraestructura 
y capácidad de los servicios veterinarios federales y 
estatales, la capacidad diagnóstica y las respuestas 
de emergencia. 

También al tipo, extensión y resultado de la 
vigilancia epidemiológica, así como el control de la 
movilización y las barreras para evitar la dise- 
minación de la enfermedad. 

“Las condiciones de importación de aves, sus 
productos y subproductos regresan a su estado ante- 
rior al cierre de fronteras del pasado 24 de febrero” 
en los cuatro estados mencionados, indicó.

Do you need cash for an immediate need 
or for some long-term expense? There is a way 
to obtain it without getting a loan and going 
into debt. If you own a financial instrument 
such as a mortgage or business note, or have 
some accounts receivable for a business, then 
these can be as good as cash for you. There is 
an industry known as the cash flow industry, 
which buys all types of financial instruments. 
In addition to the aforementioned financial in- 
struments, other types of income streams that 
can be sold for cash include annuity settle- 
ments, automobile portfolios, equipment notes, 
lottery winnings, commercial lease payments, 
medical receivables and collateral-based port- 
folios to name a few.

the bank. So the seller carries back a second 
note for the balance of $100,000. He can ei- 
ther receive a monthly payment of maybe 
$500 per month, or he can sell the note to a 
factor and receive 85% to 95% of the note’s 
value now rather than waiting 15 years to re- 
ceive the money. He can do more with 90% 
of the note’s value now than $500 per month 
spread over time. 

The same situation is true for businesses 
with invoices. They can sell the invoices to 
factors and receive immediate cash that they 
can use for immediate needs such as payroll, 
paying taxes and purchasing supplies to name 
a few. This can be extremely important for 
some businesses. The benefit of being able to 
have immediate cash flow rather than wait for 
a business loan from a bank means that a busi- 
ness can do more jobs now. It can actually be 
the difference of staying in business or going 
out of business.

(EFE).- Hablar de la isla de 
Gran Canaria es hablar de playa y 
sol, de una primavera uniforme y 
perpetua. Pero seria una injusticia 
no mencionar el curioso mestizaje 
entre historia y moderni- 
dad, entre el esfuerzo de

viajar a EE.UU. bajo el programa 
de exención de visas”.

Gobierno da marcha atrás en 
controvertido cobro de horas extra 


Washington, (EFE).- El 
Gobierno de EE.UU. dio el martes 
pasado marcha atrás en su proyec- 
to para reducir la cifra de trabaja- 
dores con derecho a la paga de ho- 
ras extra de trabajo, al ordenar una 
revisión de ese plan, según anun- 
ció ta secretaria de Trabajo, Elaine 
Chao. 

La decisión de examinar ese 
controvertido plan propuesto en 
marzo de 2003 — y que constituye 
la primera revisión desde 1949 — 
ocurre en medio de la intensifi- 
cación de la campaña electoral 
para la reelección del presidente 
George W. Bush. 

La modificación que se pre- 
tende está destinada a que una ma- 
yor cantidad de empleados admi- 
nistrativos pueda tener derecho a 
cobrar horas extras una vez supe- 
radas las 40 horas de trabajo 
semanales.
